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LETTER TO MEMBERS 
Your committee are pleased to be able to address and answer your concerns as presented in 
the appeal letter at the last General meeting and signed by 47 members. 


First we need to provide the members with how we manage the procurement of collections and 
the reason for the subsequent auction. 


The Club is sometimes offered the opportunity to purchase a collection of motorcycles and parts 
from the estate of a member or former member, or any other individual with a vintage motorcycle 
collection. Generally this would be handled by a sub-committee of experienced members who can 
list, advise on prices and catalogue the collection. A recommendation is made to the main 
Committee to buy at a certain price. If we are unable to reach agreement on the price we can and 
sometimes do walk away. 

Once purchased the collection is owned by all the members and the sub-committee have the 
responsibility to ensure that all members are given a FAIR way of purchasing these parts. The 
Club has established that to achieve fairness it uses an auction where all members have an equal 
opportunity to purchase. This is very important for country members and those folks from long 
distances such as Albany. These members would not normally come to the Club on a Wednesday 
evening so would miss out on the opportunity to buy parts from a Collection. 

Prior to the auction the sub-committee will arrange for all the parts etc. to be listed anda 
reasonable price established for the sale of each item. This is known as the reserve price. 

If a member makes a successful bid then he buys the item. 

If the item does not reach its reserve price then the item is passed back to the spares shed for 
sale at that price. Variations to the price can be considered in future by the Sub-committee. For 
example if an item remains in the parts shed for a long period of time a reasonable discount may 
be applied to help shift it. In this case the parts discounted will be advertised in the 
chatter/website. 

Items from the collection which do not go in the auction are quarantined until the next auction or 
as may be agreed by the sub-committee. This is to ensure fairness. It is possible that the sub- 
committee will recommend an alternative to an open auction. But all members must have the 
opportunity to purchase items from the collection in an open transparent manner. 


In the case of the last auction there were a number of items (approximately 90) which did not 
make the auction and were not catalogued and priced. These were the items which were 
quarantined to ensure they are available to all members in a fair way. 


Your committee was clearly acting in accordance with the rules as defined in By-Law 29 which is 
as follows: 

“The parts and bikes from these collections are valued and auctioned. The auctions are for Club 
members only and the Club is not permitted to sell to the public. Items not reaching the reserve 
price at a Club auction will be sold in the Parts Shed at the auction reserve price unless otherwise 
authorised by the Parts Sub Committee. (May 2012)." 


This bylaw clearly states that the bikes and parts from these collections are "valued and 
auctioned." If they have not gone through that process they cannot then proceed to the parts shed 
for sale at the reserve price. 


We have now put in place a Parts shed sub-committee whose remit includes collections and 
auctions as defined in the Constitution. Your committee has asked that the quarantined parts are 
moved to an auction as early as possible and can be combined with another collection if one 
becomes available soon.

TIP OF THE MONTH 
For sealing metal to metal flanges where paper/composite gaskets are not specified, the 
following practice is effective. 


Firstly the mating surface must be flat and clean. Apply a smear of the appropriate gasket 
material to one surface. Then carefully position one strand of cotton (natural cotton not 
synthetic if possible) in the centre of this surface all the way around the joint including 
around bolt holes. The tacky surface will hold the cotton in place. Apply the remaining gasket 
material as per the manufactures instructions to the other surface. Join the mating flanges 
/components with the fixings. 


The cotton which is only some 0.005 inch in diameter will compress and maintain important 
dimensional criteria. This technique will provide an effective seal and can be used as an 
extra precaution where sealing is required in engine or transmission parts. 


This technique is helpful in joining the crankcases, especially with two stroke machines to 
ensure crankcase compression is maintained.

HOPE FOR US ALL? 

Using a computer as you age may help 
keep your memory intact, experts found. 
Scientists have linked many activities with 
preserving brainpower in the elderly - but 
logging on seems particularly effective.

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VALE FRANK SLEEGERS, Albany Section.

| met Frank in the Albany section of the VMCC. From our first meeting it was apparent to me that this was the type of 
man most clubs would dream of having as a member. Hard working, involved, part of the committee, always one of 
the first to attend any club busy bee, club run, or coffee run. He just loved going to Nippers for his coffee and scone, 
with the group on a Wednesday. 

Frank was of those motorcycle riders that you could always be assured and know what he was going to do, and so 
was very easy and safe to ride with. He seemed to enjoy himself on his motorcycle immensely, and always had a big 
smile at the stops. 


About four weeks ago, Frank said to me that he was worried he was pushing his Honda a bit hard, and was afraid of 
blowing out the engine. | laughed and said, “do it Frank, how many people can say to their grandchildren, | blew up a 
motorcycle engine at eighty one years of age, not very many”. And we both laughed. 

The passing of Frank makes me think of the words of a Louis Armstrong (absolutely no relation) song , Over the 
Rainbow, the verse is, “I see friends shaking hands saying how do you do, they're really saying, | love you.” 

Avacancy occurred upstairs for a good motorcycle rider and you were called for that position. “Ride the clouds 
forever Frank”. It was a pleasure to have known you. 


VALE BILL COWLIN 


Broxted, Essex, England. Builder of large cranes, Albert Edward Cowlin and his wife Sarah Gwen were delighted to 
announce the arrival of a healthy son, William John, on 24 April 1942 who, for the rest of his life would naturally be 
“Bill”. 

Some confusion existed over his father’s name; in some events he was Albert Henry. Under that false name, aged 
fourteen he enlisted in the army, trained and was posted overseas. He remained in the Army after the war as batman 
to a senior officer. 

Bill’s schooling was normal fare for the times. An average student, good with his hands, he left as soon as he was 
able, and found a job on a farm as stockman caring for pigs and sheep. He liked the work well enough, but the wages 
were minimal. However, there was one major reason for being there, the boss’s delightful daughter Val. The two 
became inseparable, courting on push bikes, and marrying on 12" October 1963. To improve the family finances, 
Albert, now working at Acrow, building cranes, managed to have Bill employed as a welder. He proved to be a good 
learner and with bonuses offered for quality and quantity of work began earning good money. Work was five miles 
from home so Bill bought a tatty Ariel for transport, but a lifetime of abuse and neglect had taken its toll; the awful 
machine was replaced by a BSA B33 with a Burgess “silencer”, a compulsory fitment for a young man’s motorcycle as 
it was noisy! On a clear night Val reckoned she could hear her eager young husband from work to home. That journey 
involved a long downhill straight where Bill’s daily challenge was to see 100 mph on the B33. There was a trap at the 
bottom though, a hump back bridge which couldn't be taken too fast. Fortunately Bill managed. Motorcycles were not 
yet of particular interest being only cheap transport, so when funds became available a car was an inviting prospect in 
an English winter. 

Life was good — they’d bought a house together in Bishops Stortford and were earning good money. Their first child, 
Vicki, was born in December 1965. Also Bill’s brother Dave had married Carole, Val’s sister. Family life was good 
However, TV was about to change all this by featuring a programme on Australia and the benefits of living there, very 
appealing. A random conversation with an Australian in a shop fired their enthusiasm to become “ten pound Poms’, 
the amount the subsidised journey half way around the world cost. The Australian helped with all the formalities and 
quite soon they were on a Boeing 707 named “City of Perth”, the flight taking two days. Bill was now 24, and the 
government got more value from that ten pounds than it ever has, before or since. 

The year was 1966. Perth was then a big country town so Val and Bill settled in easily. Bill found work welding new 
agricultural machinery for Hughes and Co, and a house in Morley. He had by now had become a very skilled, and a 
hard worker. He asked owner Billy Hughes if he might be paid on a piece work basis. Hughes devised and 
implemented a scheme, which immediately saw productivity of the business soar to new heights. Everyone was 
happy. Two years later ability and work ethic saw him offered a position at Alcoa as plant operator. This was good 
work and good wages, so Bill happily accepted and found a house in Rockingham. A Triumph 500 was purchased as 
transport to work. Shortly thereafter Val announced she was pregnant. Close to the baby’s due date, Bill worked his 
normal day shift, then offered to do an extra four hours to finish some work. He got home at eleven am very tired, went 
to bed, only to be woken by Val at one pm ready to deliver. They made it to hospital OK, but Bill was so tired, he went 
to sleep in a chair, missing the birth of son Lindsay in August 1969. 

To earn extra money, Bill joined with Jim Quinn and set up as Morris Mini Minor experts. Ridley’s Wreckers would 
phone when a scruffy Mini came in; Jim would attend to the paint and Bill the mechanics, with the cars being sold for a 
handsome profit. So busy were they at one time they had three cars for sale on the front lawn, then someone

suggested the Tax Agent might be interested so some very hasty selling happened. Proceeds from this would later 
allow Bill to indulge in car restorations. 

Both children were very keen on motocross so Bill bought each a new Suzuki. Naturally he was appointed chief 
spanner man, tuner, and general dogs body; they were a good team and both kids did well with Lindsay becoming 
Club Rider of the year. Val helped in the canteen — this was better than flagging and picking up kids and bikes after 
muddy falls. On occasion she also had to load the bikes and gear on to the one ton ute when Bill had a weekend shift. 

It was probably inevitable Bill’s love of machinery would lead him to vehicle restoration, in the shape of a very hard 
used Model A Ford, which had to be dismantled in the driveway and carried piece by piece through the side (personal) 
gate. The car had been mutilated to become a ute; fortunately a complete back half body was found. Bill taught 
himself to spray paint, and it speaks volumes for his ability to learn, as the result could have been applied by a 
tradesman. 

A workmate at Alcoa showed Bill a very scruffy early BSA A7; little wonder it was a mess having been used for 
mustering on a farm, and later had a sidecar attached as a scrambler in Kalgoorlie. Peter Groucott advised this was a 
rare bike, so Bill decided he’d restore it, a difficult task, but the end result was a credit to him. 

A Triumph Twenty-one, a very rough BSA Sloper, and a BMW and sidecar followed. His paint adorned many fellow 
Club Member's bikes, though his pricing for this work was very generous toward the bike’s restorers. Typical Bill. “I 
like to help; if | can help someone in any way, | will’. So true, and so lucky was the Vintage Motor Cycle Club to 
welcome him as a member. Soon he became a Committee member serving for many years. He ran the spare parts 
store for eight years with all his natural enthusiasm. Every Wednesday morning he’d battle the traffic from Baldivis to 
Wattle Grove and home again, providing Club members with an invaluable service. He and Val organised an annual 
run from their house, the run was good and the food excellent. He rode in just about every run, and was rewarded with 
Clubman of the Year several times, and then awarded richly deserved Life Membership. 

His interest moved to older bikes. He was intrigued by the solutions designers had found to requirements on the 
primitive machines of the veteran and vintage eras, and restored beautifully a 1915 Sunbeam and a 1927 BSA V twin, 
both of which saw many Club events. He liked to take what was basically a pile of scrap, and turn it into something 
financially and historically worth a lot of time and effort. 

He toured the UK in 2013 with the Club, riding his 1929 BSA Sloper. When the 2016 rally was planned, his was one 
of the first names entered. Then, in April 2015 a visit to the doctor for a persistent cough produced the awful news — 
“You have a shadow on your lung, we think it might be TB”. The last bit was puzzling as ten pound Poms were 
checked for this before being accepted; further tests diagnosed an equally awful verdict — cancer. The affected part of 
the lung was removed; however hopes were dashed by discovering the disease had spread to his lymph glands. Bill 
was incredibly strong through all this, and the subsequent chemotherapy which remarkably didn’t cause his fine mop 
of hair to fall out. Then Bill tried an alternate treatment which initially seemed very promising, but the disease was too 
aggressive and in April 2016 he was told that he would have only 3-4 months to live, at most. Inevitably, he moved to 
palliative care with full time oxygen and home care from Silver Chain soon after. The latter have been truly wonderful, 
the family are so grateful. Bill’s tireless and generous years of Club Membership proved the adage “what goes around 
comes around”. Members John Whiteman, Roger Bowen, John Moorhead and Greg Boothey rallied round, sorting 
parts to specific bikes, advertising and selling the same. Many other Club members have also assisted, and Val, 
Lindsay and Vicki are truly grateful of this example of Club spirit. Bill was brave and strong to the end. We miss him 
already. 

We won't be the only ones missing Bill. At his home several families of bandicoots and blue wrens will be wondering 
where the kind soul who feeds them daily has gone. Bill took great pleasure from this kindness. 

Rest in peace Bill. Goodbye.

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PROPOSED EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING< 3" AUGUST 2016 
The Committee of the VMCCWA are serving notice on the membership of an Extraordinary General Meeting to be 
held on the 3rd August 2016 to consider the adoption of the Model Rules as provided by the Department of 
Commerce as the replacement of our Constitution/Rules of the Club. 


The motion put before members will be that "The Vintage Motorcycle Club of W.A. (inc) will adopt the Model Rules as 
provided by the Department of Commerce and adopt the new By-Laws." 

The reason for this change of Constitution is to ensure we comply with the New Act governing associations such as 
ourselves, which becomes Law on the 1st July 2016. 


The Model Rules have greater protection built in for Members in the way the Club is run in the future. 

Your Committee fully endorses the adoption of the Model Rules which will allow the Club to not have to re-write the 
rules every 18months to 2 years which has been the case in recent years. 

We would encourage all members to consider the Draft Model Rules which are available on the Club website. To 
complement these Rules, Draft By-laws and Draft Procedures have been created which have been plucked from our 
existing Constitution and written in a clear, concise way.

(Due to space limitations, this set of printed instructions for the following improved procedures, just gives an outline 
with guide lines on accessing the full documents in the last section. As noted at that point, as you are reading this 
document from a printed article the access instructions are for reference only.) 


TECHNICAL PROCEDURAL INSTRUCTIONS FOR FUTURE USE 
The Management Committee recently endorsed a new set of Technical Procedural Instructions, which were 


developed in consultation with the Club Technical Sub-Committee, comprising Norm Chester (1st Time Examiner), 
Maurice Glasson (Dating officer), Bill Morrell (Albany 1st Time Examiner), Paul Spittle (Registrar) and Murray Barnard 
(Sub-Cite Chair). 

These Technical Procedural Instructions seek to capture Machine Eligibility, Dating, Inspection, and Concessional 
Licensing requirements in the one document. This document supersedes existing procedures in the By-Laws. The 
dating application form has been revised and a process flowchart also developed by the sub-committee. 


Very little has changed from previous process but the new instructions seek to be more concise, reinforce Club 
eligibility requirements, and to reflect current 404 concessional licensing requirements, which are quite stringent. 

The Club takes the 404 concessional licensing requirements seriously, as it is a privilege granted to the Club and it is 
incumbent on the Club to self-regulate Department of Transport requirements, and to ensure the intent and spirit of 
the concession is maintained. This self-regulation is achieved through the exercise of informed judgement by our 
dating officers and machine examiners. There are always grey areas and any contentious issues which arise, will be 
considered first by the Technical Sub-Committee, and then referred for determination by the Management Committee. 


Probably the most significant matter highlighted by the sub-committee was the desire by the Club Management 
Committee for all Club dated machines to be physically sighted and inspected prior to licensing, (for an unlicensed 
motorcycle), or before being concession ally licensed for a fully licensed machine. This only applies to machines which 
have not already been through a 1st time Inspection process. Thus, in self-regulating the process, the Club Technical 
Procedures now require, after a motorcycle is dated, and before it is licensed, that you will need to arrange for an 
inspection by the First Time Examiner. This applies to fully licensed and unlicensed machines. The machine examiner 
will inspect for road worthiness and Club eligibility. Where a concessional license is sought the machine examiner will 
also ensure the machine complies with 404 requirements.

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TRANSITION TO MODEL RULES 
The EGM on 3 August 2016 will vote on the motion that "The Vintage Motorcycle Club of W.A. (Inc.) will adopt the 
Model Rules as provided by the Department of Commerce and adopt the new By-Laws." As from 1 July 2016 a new 
Act governing incorporated bodies comes in force, and there are significant aspects of our current rules which need to 
change to comply with the law. Basically the law is changing to catch up with national standards in incorporation law 
and also to bring it into line with current administration best practice. 


Many of the changes strengthen the rights of members, clarify the roles and responsibilities of Club officers and 
more clearly define the accounting requirements and the treatment and disposal of Club property. Members also have 
enhanced protection of their private information. The new Law now permits an email address to be used as the 
contact point. Also the law makes it clear that this information can only be used for Club purposes and any abuse of 
this privilege can be a criminal offence i.e. a member inspecting the register of members wishing to take an extract will 
need to provide a statutory declaration setting out the purpose for which the extract is required, and declaring that the 
purpose is connected with the affairs of the Association. 


The Department of Commerce and Consumer Protection (DOCEP) has developed a set of Model Rules which 
provide a legal framework and authority for running the Club. It is proposed to adopt these in full, and unchanged. 
Once adopted, we will not have to review them again nor amend them. DOCEP may amend them from time to time to 
conform to the law, and our copy of them will be automatically amended by the Department. This also removes the 
requirement for us to seek approval from DOCEP (plus pay fees) on how we run Club activities. The Model Rules 
once adopted will be known as "The Rules" and will replace the existing Club Constitution. 

All other instructions for running the Club will be in either our By-Laws or Procedural Instructions. These documents 
cover how we run the Club and will not require reference to DOCEP. This approach will simplify the administration of 
the Club and provide us with greater flexibility to respond to changing circumstances. The draft Procedural 
Instructions, describe how we run the Club and the detail has been teased from our current Constitution, General 
Rules, and By-Laws. One significant advantage is that all related information can now be found in the one set of 
documents instead of having to scour 3 different sets of documents. 


With the New Act there has been a change in terminology, i.e. 


Existing Docs Constitution/General Rules No Equiv. Bye-Laws 
To modify Vote 75% of members present - Committee can modify. 
New Act Rules By-Laws Procedural Instructions 
To modify Vote of 75% of members 50% of members C’tee commit to consult 
present plus proxy voting present plus proxy | with members/table 
voting proposals at GMs 


Model Rules can be seen online at the Club website. DOCEP advice is that By-Laws should be minimal and are 
requirements that are specific to the Club and cover non-administrative matters that do not need to be included in the 
rules. See draft By-Laws below. 

VMCCWA (Inc.) Draft By-Laws 


1.0 Code of Behaviour: All members are to abide by the Club Rules, By-Laws and Procedural Instructions. At all 
times members are to treat each other with courtesy and respect. This behaviour extends to use of Club facilities, 
services and privileges. Abuse of Club officers and officials will not be tolerated. A member must at all times use their 
Club machine in accordance with road courtesy and rules. A rider must have a current driver’s licence for the class of 
bike being ridden. 


2.0 Club Colours: The Club colours are black on gold. 


3.0 Membership: Classes of membership shall be determined by the Management Committee from time to time. 
Life Members and Active Senior Members have full voting rights and any other rights conferred on ordinary members 
by the rules. 


4.0 Sections: Sections will be as determined by the Management Committee from time to time. 


5.0 Management Committee Roles: In addition to the designated Office Holders there will be five elected 
committee members who will assume responsibility for specific activities as determined by the management 
committee. One of the specific committee roles will be the Communications officer who will be responsible for internal 
and external communication of the association. This officer will need hands-on web admin skills and knowledge and 
experience of content development and distributing information in print and online. The other 4 committee members 
will be more general in nature. 
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6.0 Patron: In ordinary circumstances the Immediate Past President shall assume the role of Patron. Failing this the 
role may be given to member of the Club. In either of these circumstances the Patron shall be elected at the Annual 
General Meeting and hold this position until the next A.G.M. The Patron has all the rights of ordinary membership as 
well as voting rights. 


7.0 Club Officials: The Management Committee shall from time to time, appoint Club Officials and Assistants to 
undertake specific duties and participate in sub-committees. 


8.0 Asset Management: The Treasurer will maintain an asset register and monitor access and disposal of Club 
assets. 


9.0 Spare Parts and auctions: Only financial Club members can buy parts from the Spare Parts Shed or at Club 
auctions. A member who buys parts/bikes solely with the intention to on sell will be considered guilty of abuse of Club 
privileges and may have their membership revoked. 


10.0 Machine Eligibility: Only Club registered motorcycles will be permitted to enter Club events. Work orders can 
be issued by the Club whenever a Club machine is considered to not meet Club eligibility requirements or is 
unroadworthy. 


11.0 Dating: Machines must be dated prior to a First Time Inspection. Any contentious matters may be referred to 
the Technical Sub-Committee and where necessary to the Management Committee. All machines must be authentic 
in appearance and comply with the “spirit of the times” as defined by the Management Committee. 


12.0 Concessional Licensing: Applicants must be a financial member and must have their machine, (licensed or 
unlicensed), dated and inspected prior to seeking a concessional licence under the auspices of the Club. A financial 
membership letter will not be issued by the Secretary until the machine is cleared by the 1S‘ Time Examiner. The 
machine must comply with the Department of Transport WA regulatory requirements.

5. Secretary to issue financial membership letter. 

6. Owner to complete licensing requirements with DOT. 

7. Owner to provide inspection, dating and licence details to Club Registrar. 

8. Club Registrar will issue the owner with yellow disc, historic plate and official dating certificate. 


9. Machine can be ridden in Club events.

DATING/LICENSING STEP BY STEP GUIDE 
1. Owner to complete Dating Form and send to appropriate Pre70 or Post70 Dating Official with supporting 
information, $5 fee and photos. 
2. Dating Officer to date the machine and return completed form with the machine number to the owner. 
3. Machine on full licence — Machine Examiner (1st Time Inspector) will inspect machine in accord with club 
eligibility and DoT requirements and will issue a letter to that effect if machine is suitable. (Go to Step 7). 
4. Seeking Concessional Licence - Machine Examiner will inspect machine in accord with club eligibility, and 404 
concessional requirements and will issue a letter to that effect if machine is suitable. 
Secretary to issue financial membership letter if machine passes inspection. 
Owner to complete licensing requirements with DOT. 
Owner to provide inspection, dating and licence details to Club Registrar. 
Club Registrar will issue the owner with yellow disc, historic plate and official dating certificate. 
Machine can be ridden in Club events. 
More detail and a flowchart can be found online in the Club’s Technical Procedures.

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NEW CLUB RULES AND BY LAWS 
As a result of a positive vote in favour of adopting the Model Rules at the 3 August 2106 EGM, the Club has sought 
ratification from the Department of Commerce of the Model Rules. These, as well as the new By-Laws will supersede 
the existing Club Constitution and General Rules. The Rules and By-Laws will be supported by the Club Procedural 
Instructions. 


Legal Framework 


The Rules (the authority to run the club) — (previously known as the Constitution). These can only be amended by 
special resolution, requires a 75% majority vote at an EGM, and will require ratification by the Dept. of Commerce. 


By-Laws (contains non-administrative specific issues which benefit from agreement by resolution by the members) — 
(previously known as the General Rules). 

These can evolve over time and can be amended after consideration by the management committee and consultation 
with members though a 50% majority vote at a monthly meeting. 


Procedural Instructions (i.e. how we run the Club), (previously known as the By-laws). The July 2016 Management 
Committee has endorsed the adoption of the following Procedural Instructions: 

Management — defines Committee members roles and Officials (Officers roles are defined in The Rules) 
Membership — defines classes of membership and fees 

Events — event management basics 

Property — instructions regarding parts store, auctions and property (financial requirements are defined in The Rules) 
Meetings — standing orders for meetings (legal instructions on meetings and related matters are also in The Rules) 
The Management Committee endorsed the following procedural instruction, after consultation and agreement in the 
Technical Sub-Committee: 

Technical — instructions regarding Club eligibility, dating and licensing 


Note: These instructions capture relevant aspects from the old Constitution/General Rules/By-Laws, and can evolve 
over time. They can be amended through submission to the management committee, and settled after advice, and 
consultation with members. 


SHOW and TELL. 

We are trying to get an agenda together of general interest presentations for Club meetings. The idea is that topics 
will be scheduled in advance and printed in the Chatter so members know what talks are coming up! 

For this to work, we need members to share their experiences with the Club. So if you have recently completed a 
restoration, have an interesting bike, or one with a bit of a story behind it, please consider sharing it with Club 
members. 

We may even develop nights focussing on a specific marque for example. 

There were some very interesting and information sessions in past meetings. It would be great to get some 
momentum going again. 

Talks need not be limited to the bikes themselves. If you have a topic that you believe may be of interest, or benefit 
to members, please get in touch!

HELD AT WATTLE GROVE COMMENCING AT 8.40PM

Members attending: 85 members attended the meeting plus 5 visitors 
the list of attendees, visitors and apologies for absence are attached to these minutes. 
The meeting had the required number of members to form a quorum. 


The meeting was convened to consider a special resolution that the Club adopts the Model Rules as a replacement 
for the Club Constitution. This resolution will require the Club to have support from at least 75% of the members to 
vote in favour. 

In addition, an ordinary resolution was proposed that the Club adopt the Draft By-Laws, which were created to 
complement the Model Rules. This resolution requires the members to agree to the resolution by a simple majority. 


At the beginning of the meeting, the Chairman read out a series of instructions for members based upon the current 
constitution, the standing Orders for meetings and the new Laws for Associations. 
The members were expected to conduct the meeting in accordance with the instruction given. 


The motion was proposed by Jim Douglas that “The Vintage Motorcycle Club of WA will adopt the Model Rules for 
the Associations Act 2015 as provided by the Department of Commerce. This motion was seconded by Adrian White. 

It was also proposed by Jim Douglas that “The Vintage Motorcycle Club of WA adopt a new set of By-Laws as 
provided to the meeting attendees. This motion was seconded by Adrian White. 


The opening remarks for the constitution reform proposal were made by Jim Douglas. 

Remarks against the motion were made by John Wightman. An update on the situation from Department of 
Commerce was provided by Elliott Montagu. 

Various other speakers raised some questions and gave their views on the motions. 

John Wightman requested to address the meeting a second time. 

This was refused by the Chairman who cited the standing order "No member shall be allowed to speak more than 
once upon any subject before this meeting, except on a point of order or explanation, except the mover of the original 
motion who has the right of reply." 

John Wightman requested that this be recorded in the minutes. 


The debate was closed by Jim Douglas under his right to reply under the standing orders. 
The scrutineer for the meeting then carried out a count of the votes by a show of hands for the resolutions. 


Resolution one was carried by a vote of greater than 75%. 
Resolution two was carried by a majority in favour. 


The Chairman then declared that the special resolution to adopt the Model Rules had been carried. 
The Chairman also declared that the ordinary resolution to adopt the By-laws had been carried. 
There being no further business the meeting closed at 9:25 pm.

WEB MASTER ANNUAL REPORT 

It has been a busy year for the web with a number of technical improvements required to cope with changes to 
internet technical protocols and the increasing use of mobile phones to access the web. Thus the Club pages are 
mobile friendly and can be browsed on your mobile, including reading the monthly Chatter. 

The Club website is getting bigger and bigger and the site is accessed by a very large proportion of members. We 
keep detailed statistics on access and The Oily Rag for example has over 400 unique visitors a month and 3,500 page 
views a month. The public website is The Bike Shed and this site has over a 1000 visitors a month on average. 

Emails to members are now managed through MailChimp, an online system. Over 400 Club members are on email 
and receive a regular email update each month along with links to the Oily Rag and the Chatter online. 

In addition to those 2 websites | maintain the Club management database and the Club Executive records website. 
This year | have also established an online file management system which is available for Club officials and sections 
to use, which is far more flexible and accessible than previously. This system will become increasingly more important 
for us to document Club activities in accord with the Associations Act. 

With the assistance of Mike Williams we have established an online Technical Library which has already several 
hundred manuals and catalogues available for members to download. This is a massive exercise and will continue to 
grow over time. The website has also become the repository for digital photo archives. This year | have digitised a 
large number of the old photos held by the Club. These fascinating old photos are now accessible on The Oily rag. 

For online discussion and sharing of information the Club now has 3 Facebook pages which have heightened the 
Club’s ability to interact in real time. Albany administers their own, and it is great to see their activities. | administer the 
Club Facebook page (which is closed to non-members) and also the Post 70 Section page. 

Between Peter Bennett and |, we have produced the Chatter and the Oily Rag regularly and ensured with the help of 
the Print Team and Publisher that all those club activities are promulgated to club members. This has been increasing 
workload for all of us. 

In addition to web activity, | have been active on the management committee all year, sitting in on behalf of Peter 
Bennett who cannot attend the meetings, and have chaired the technical sub-committee in re-drafting our technical 
procedures. Working with the Secretary, Jim Douglas, | have also spent many months preparing for the new Club 
Rules and in drafting the Club Procedural Instructions. It has been a very busy and fulfilling year.

DATING/LICENSING STEP BY STEP GUIDE 
1. Owner to complete Dating Form and send to appropriate Pre70 or Post70 Dating Official with supporting 
information, $5 fee and photos. 
2. Dating Officer to date the machine and return completed form with the machine number to the owner. 
3. Machine on full licence — Machine Examiner (1st Time Inspector) will inspect machine in accord with club 
eligibility and roadworthiness requirements and will issue a letter to that effect if machine is suitable. (Go to Step 7). 
4. Seeking Concessional Licence - Machine Examiner will inspect machine in accord with club eligibility, 
roadworthiness and 404 concessional requirements and will issue a letter to that effect if machine is suitable. 
5. Secretary to issue financial membership letter. 
6. Owner to complete licensing requirements with DOT. 
7. Owner to provide inspection, dating and licence details to Club Registrar. 
8. Club Registrar will issue the owner with yellow disc, historic plate and official dating certificate. 
9. Machine can be ridden in Club events. 
More detail and a flowchart can be found online in the Club’s Technical Procedures. 


NEW CLUB RULES AND BY LAWS 
As a result of a positive vote in favour of adopting the Model Rules at the 3 August 2106 EGM, the Club has achieved 
ratification by the Department of Commerce of the Club Rules. These, as well as the new By-Laws will supersede the 
existing Club Constitution and General Rules. The Rules and By-Laws will be supported by the Club Procedural 
Instructions. 


Legal Framework: 
The Rules (the authority to run the club) — (previously known as the Constitution). These can only be amended by 
special resolution, requires a 75% majority vote at an EGM, and will require ratification by the Dept. of Commerce. 


By-Laws (contains non-administrative specific issues which benefit from agreement by resolution by the members) — 
(previously known as the General Rules). 

These can evolve over time and can be amended after consideration by the management committee and consultation 
with members though a 50% majority vote at a monthly meeting. 


Procedural Instructions (i.e. how we run the Club), (previously known as the By-laws). The July 2016 Management 
Committee has endorsed the adoption of the following Procedural Instructions: 

Management — defines Committee members roles and Officials (Officers roles are defined in The Rules) 
Membership — defines classes of membership and fees 

Events — event management basics 

Property — instructions regarding parts store, auctions and property (financial requirements are defined in The Rules) 
Meetings — standing orders for meetings (legal instructions on meetings and related matters are also in The Rules) 
The Management Committee endorsed the following procedural instruction, after consultation and agreement in the 
Technical Sub-Committee: 

Technical — instructions regarding Club eligibility, dating and licensing 


Note: These instructions capture relevant aspects from the old Constitution/General Rules/By-Laws, and can evolve 
over time. They can be amended through submission to the management committee, and settled after advice, and 
consultation with members.

ARTICLE FROM DECEMBER 9* 1921 NEWSPAPER — WA TT 
(unearthed by Murray Barnard) 


Prior to the war, (1914-18 remember), the most important 
motor cycling fixture in W.A. was what was known as the 
T.T. race. This was an event of 150 miles over a circular 
course embracing Midland Junction, York, Northam, and 
Toodyay, and it invariably created an immense amount of 
interest, not only amongst the entire motor cycling 
fraternity, but also amongst a very large section of the 
general public. 


At the outbreak of the war, most of the racing men 
enlisted, and it was decided that the fixture should be 
abandoned whilst they were away, and it was therefore 
not until two years ago that it was decided to revive the 
event. One of the Roads Boards controlling a vital section 
of the route, however, was very loath to grant permission 
for the race, and it was only after the most strenuous and 
persistent efforts on the part of the then patron of the 
Motor-Cycle Club (Mr. R. S. Sampson; M.L.A.), that the 
required permission was forthcoming. 


The event proved an immense success from every point of 
view, receiving such splendid support from the motoring 
trade, that the prize list approximated £100, which was 
much in excess of any prize list previously subscribed. 
Numerous spectators assembled all along the route, and at 
the finishing point, several thousands were assembled. 


This success augured well for the future, but the Road 
Board referred to previously, promptly dispelled this idea 
by stating that any "Further motor-cycle races through its 
district would not be permitted. Motor cyclists and motor 
traders generally are very anxious to have an annual long- 
distance road race, and to meet with their wishes, 
endeavours are being made to secure permission for such 
a race to be held from Bunbury to Perth, and if the efforts 
in this direction are successful, the initial race will probably 
be held in February next. This route is, of course, not 
nearly so suitable as that hither to used, as competitors 
are obliged to travel to Bunbury the previous day".

TALKING POINT 1 — CONCESSIONALLY LICENSING A FULLY LICENSED MOTORCYCLE: The Club process for concessionally 
licensing (404) a fully licensed machine is fairly basic and a few steps easier than the same process for an unlicensed motorcycle. 
Whether fully licensed or unlicensed, in seeking a concessional license through the club, the motorcycle has to be inspected by 
our Machine Examiner. First the rationale why this is so and why the VMCCWA (Inc) is perhaps more thorough than other clubs 
in this regard is: 


It goes directly to the ethos of the Club i.e. we seek the preservation of machines greater than 25 years in age. We have Club 
Guidelines in respect of what machines qualify for club registration and how original they have to be. These are also enshrined in 
our objectives as an Association. We have a responsibility by law to self-regulate the concessional license process and objectives 
in accord with Department of Transport requirements. Our Machine Examiner is appointed by the Department of Transport 
(DoT) and is qualified to report on machine eligibility and safety. To be concessionally licensed (404) under DoT requirements a 
machine must be basically to the same specification as manufactured and unmodified. To determine Club eligibility and fitness 
for 404 licensing, the machine must be physically sighted and examined by the Machine Examiner. In reaching this point the 
machine has first to be dated by an appropriate Club Dating Officer. 


Please note: should the machine be modified significantly whilst under a concessional license it may be declared unlicensed by 
the Department of transport. This is particularly important should be machine be involved in an accident, as in this eventuality 
the rider would not be covered by insurance or 3rd Party protection. If the machine is used outside of concessional license 
requirements i.e. more than 30 kms from home whilst not on an approved club event, then the machine can be declared 
unlicensed and again the machine will not be covered by 3rd Party insurance or private insurance. The concessional license is a 
privilege and as such is jealously guarded by the VMCCWA. Eligibility of machines and their preservation goes to the heart of the 
Club and its integrity. In joining the VMCCWA all members should read the Club Technical instructions and seek to become 
aware of how they are applied and work. They are not particularly onerous and the appropriate club officials will seek to guide 
you through the process. Finally, our concessional licensing scheme is the best in Australia, so please don’t do anything that may 
jeopardise it.

IMPORTING A BIKE FROM THE UK, (MZ ES 250/2) 
| have always admired this model and knowing there are 5 or 6 of these in Australia | would have to wait some time to get one. | 
don't think they were imported by dealers so the Oz bikes are probably private imports (°?). 

These bikes the MZ ES 250/2 (this one is 1973) are becoming difficult to source, lately prices have firmed as have all other 
vintage/classic bikes worldwide. Check the UK, and now Australia is catching up, are we in bubble on prices? Some of the less 
sought after manufacturers, Villiers/James/Francis Barnett 2 strokes are not giving much change out of $4K, other utility bikes 
such as the sixties BSA/Matchless/ AJS 250cc bikes are firming up, probably because most of us have given up on owning bikes of 
choice such as the 60's era Bonneville's, Norton SS, Goldstar, Velocette, Thruxtons, or Tritons. (I built one with nickel plated 
frame and 6T engine way back in their day) not to mention Vincent's, Brough Superiors or the other investment vehicles(?!) So 
are the utility bikes of our earlier years about to see a renaissance...because they are cheap, relatively speaking, to the other 
bikes on the market? 


In the early 1970's | went to a used bike dealer in Wales to try a Bultaco trials bike out. Tucked away in the shadows at the back 
of the shop was a Vincent Black Shadow at UK725 pounds/$1400, about the price of a new 750 Honda 4, also finding a 350 Manx 
Norton outside a shed, to be told 'l won't accept a penny under 600 quid' Or even worse | sold a 1949 BSA A7 plunger in oily rag 
condition for 40 quid to buy my son a radio controlled model car. When | looked at the model car in my hand and compared it to 
the heavy metal of the BSA I knew I'd made a big mistake...easy come easy go. | only paid 15 quid for it!! | bought this MZ from a 
dealer Spinning Wheel Classic Cars in the UK. | checked another one out on our visit home to Wales in May/June at a dealer 
called Pembrokeshire Classics and failed to negotiate a price. This is a better bike, not perfect or concourse but a usable classic. 


Elite Shipping Limited Chesterfield, Derbyshire, UK handled crating and shipping to Fremantle; comments from the Custom 
Broker and the Border Protection Biodiversity officer when opening the crate for inspection (they are keen, doing a great job 
looking after Australia for us) "Bugger they put this crate together well" The bike was held firmly with tensioned webbing at 
multiple points, and delivered with no damage or rubbing marks. A tip- make sure no plant or animal life on the tyre treads, or 
inside the mudguards! I'm pleased with the service, just need to check the fluids, battery, tyre pressures, brakes, and take her 
for a ride before | can say all is perfect. 


My experience with importing this bike. The largest cost was the bike itself, followed by the cost once landed in Fremantle and 
then transported to the bond store just a few kilometres away in Canning Vale, as this cost of $1974.60 was 62% higher than the 
cost of crating, transport to the docks and shipping in a container to Fremantle from the UK!! ($1212.75). Total charges were 
$3187.35.! In all there are 19 different fees and additional costs/GST in the total of $1974.60. So you buy the bike you want on 
emotion it doesn't cost that much more to bring a Vincent in (GST excluded), .but we buy bikes we like don't we. 


BIG BROTHER IS WATCHING! When | transferred funds via the ANZ bank to the shipping agent, the contact there was a 
gentleman named "SY" | made reference to him in the transfer, and the ANZ refused to allow the transfer until | gave assurance 
that | was not sending funds to SYRIA, | kid you not. The ANZ contact even requested | supply the full name, DOB, nationality and 
home address of "SY".....which | refused to do and suggested they contact him in person with the email address, company 
details, and ask for the information direct. Eventually they cleared the funds. If you have seen the film SNOWDON, you will 
appreciate the power of software being used for surveillance. Mike Williams 
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TALKING POINT 2: CLUB COMMUNICATION CHANNELS 

The online Oily Rag and the print Chatter are our 2 main channels for communication. Both play a significant role in the club but 
by their very nature provide for different outcomes. The Chatter is an essential Club tool printed and distributed each month 
with a lead time of 4-5 weeks between print runs. The Oily Rag and The Bike Shed (both online), in comparison, are a means of 
providing access daily to both the public and members. The website is readily accessible to anyone with a tablet or smartphone. 
The web also is much, much more, in that it provides the infrastructure for the club database, digital archives, online technical 
library, forms, events management, bike registration and the club file management system. Statistics show that a large majority 
of members access the website and in fact 430 members have provided contact email addresses. Having an email address makes 
for quick and easy communication with members when things arise at short notice. The more emails we have the faster we are 
able to communicate with members at no cost. 


In this day and age, the Chatter also is effectively a by-product of the Club website. Most of the content and certainly the 
pictures are derived from the website. Reason being the website is operated in real time i.e. it is updated daily. The Chatter is 
drafted largely from material already online and is then printed and posted in a ready, handy, accessible format for non- 
computer users. Where the Chatter suffers, is from lack of original content in the form of articles on bikes, trips or etc. A small 
number of members supply photos which are gratefully received. In a Club of 650 members there must be a lot of knowledge 
and activity that surely could be shared. 


Costs are always an issue, but; this is where the online presence is practically a gift to the Club. A website needs to have a 
unique domain name, in our case it is vmccwa.com. The domain name needs to be hosted. The cost/year for the domain name is 
$15. The cost/year to the Club for hosting is $90/yr. In addition to these costs the Club pays approx. $300 a year ina 
contribution to internet broadband, printing, backup and software costs. All these costs are required whether we have an online 
version of The Chatter or not. Currently we have 189 members who have opted to receive The Chatter online only. These 
members are saving the Club almost $6,000/year in printing and postage costs. 


The Chatter has, and in future, will continue to cost in the region of $16,000 a year to print and post to 468 members who 
choose to receive a printed Chatter. Of these 468 members, approx. 250 have an email address and also receive a link each 
month to the Chatter online. Regardless, the Club, is committed to providing a printed Chatter to those who require it. 


A noticeable trend over recent years has been for machines for sale not to be advertised in The Chatter. It is evident from 
following online motorcycle sales that members are voting with their feet and preferring to advertise online on sites such as 
Gumtree and Motorcycle trader. Each week eligible machines and club registered machines are offered for sale online. This will 
be considered and looked at in the coming months to see what options we can provide as a Club to meet sellers needs.

Payne. Membership envelopes were presented to Jeff Russell and Owen Wachia. 
Minutes for the previous AGM and EGM Moved Dave Weeks, Seconded Murray Barnard 


Committee Annual Report - A very challenging and interesting year for the committee with many successes and significant 
changes to the way we are conducting our business going forward. The committee believes that 2016 will go down in the Club 
history as a very significant year in our evolution. The Committee would like to thank the members of the Club for their support 
in these times of change. Notable successes include the change over to the Model Rules (as provided by the Department of 
Commerce). This change strengthens our compliance with a legal framework to correspond with the new Associations Law. It 
also gives far greater democracy and safeguards to members of the Club. 


Secondly, the Club is in the process of completing the purchase of a storage unit for parts, which we obtain for auction. This unit 
overcomes a problem with lack of space for the Club, which is limiting our ability in a number of key areas. This is also financially, 
a good investment during a down turn in the WA economy. During the year we managed, two motorcycle parts auctions, which 
gave members the opportunity to acquire elusive parts, which may otherwise be difficult to obtain. We are fortunate in being 
able to find collections of old parts from a number of different sources for the benefit of our members. Earlier this year we 
started a process of improving the Chatter by providing Colour pictures to the front and inside cover. Probably the first major 
change we have made to the Chatter in 40 years. We are anticipating continuing with improvements to the content of our 
monthly magazine in future. 


In addition, our website continues to improve all the time and is the envy of other motorcycle clubs throughout Australia. The 
content of our website changes daily as new information is received, rather than waiting a whole month to see the latest news. 
For members who have not looked at our website, we would encourage you to do so for the latest news, events, technical 
information and pictures. 


Early in 2016, we were able to come to an arrangement with the car club for the use of their audio and video equipment for 
the monthly meetings. Prior to this we struggled with a mouse (battery) driven set of speakers which were barely adequate even 
on a good night. During the year, we recognised a need to revisit our technical procedures for 404 licensing, and ensuring 
motorcycles in the Club comply with the objectives of the Club. Dating officers, first time examiners and Club registrar were 
involved in this consultation process, and came up with a modified set of instructions to ensure we comply with 404 rules, and 
that bikes used on Club events are all correct. The requirement for riding a safe motor cycle remains with the owner as part of 


his statutory declaration to DoT. During the year, we have set out a survey so that all members have the opportunity to give an 
input into the future direction of the Club. The survey has now finished, and we eagerly await the results. Our recent annual 
presentation day saw a fully catered event, featuring a pig on a spit with liquid refreshments as part of the arrangement. This 
event was well attended and most members we talked to enjoyed the day. Lastly, the committee would like to thank all the 
officials, volunteers, auction team, publishing team and all the members who put their time and energy into making the Club a 
smooth well-oiled management machine (The VMCCWA “magneto”). 


Treasurers Report - Although there was a loss in the main account of $2,600 there was an overall profit for the club of $9,855 
due to interest earnt. Items of note are that the regalia income seems low, but this is due to the deposits being made either side 
of the year start and end. Similarly, the costs of buying spares this year outweighed the income from spares and auctions. 
However the major auction in August was funded from the purchases during the year, but the income obviously falls into the 
next year. Interest income is down this year due to the low interest rates. The auditor has not completed the audit. This is 
annoying as he was given plenty of notice. As an aside the purchase of the unit will almost halve our cash assets. It has been 
suggested that fees be raised. This will be looked at throughout this year.

IMPORTANT DATING AND LICENSING NEWS. 

1. From 1 January 2017 the $5 fee for dating machines is 
being waived by the Club on a trial basis. This is in 
recognition that most dating applications these days are 
being emailed to the dating officer, with accompanying 
photographs and papers, thus saving on copying and 
postage. 


2. Membership renewals are required by 31 December each 
year. The renewal form makes reference to concessional 
license privileges being consequent upon being a financial 
member of the Club. If fees are not paid by the end of the 
year, then, by definition, you are no longer a financial 
member of the Club. In that circumstance the entitlement 
to a 404 concessional license lapses immediately. The 
Department of Transport considers the vehicle unlicensed 
and the machine needs to be transferred to a full licence 
before it can be used on the road. 


If the concessionally licensed machine is used when you are 
no longer a financial member of the Club, then you are not 
covered for 3rd party accident, injury, or death, and can be 
fined for the use of an unlicensed vehicle. An insurance 
company would also consider the vehicle to be uninsured. 


The Club is required to report to the Department of 
transport each year the details of financial members with 
concessionally licensed machines. Therefore, it is 
imperative, that you retain your financial membership if 
you wish to continue to avail yourself of the concession. 


3. Club sanctioned runs and events appear on the Club 
Calendar. Under 404 regulations, concessionally licensed 
machines can only be used on club sanctioned events. 
Special events can be approved by writing to the Secretary 
as follows: A minimum of two riders with Code 404 
machines. Approval is required by email from the Club 
Secretary advising the names, machines, and the start, 
destination and return points. These will be entered in a 
log to comply with DoT requirements. 
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WHEN THE DBD34 CLUBMAN GOLD STAR was launched in 
1956, BSA must have known even then that the bike was 
nearing the end of its reign, both commercially and 
technically speaking. The company had, after all, done just 
about everything to its Gold Star predecessors that it was 
possible to do. And in this, its final (and arguably best) 
incarnation, it had become so highly strung that you 
needed to be a violinist to play it. Which, naturally, didn’t 
stop a lot of ordinary less-musical guys from trying; guys 
who knew that when these temperamental, two-wheeled, 
machines were on song, there was little else on the street, 
track or dirt to touch them. With its race proven pedigree 
and that legendary Gold Star exhaust ‘twitter’, the 110mph, 
384lb DBD34 was lean, mean, brash and loud. It was a 
superlative machine that, ultimately, was to become 
something of a victim of its own success. Which was why by 
1963 it was deemed too expensive (and time-consuming) to 
build, too anti-social, too hot to handle—and generally out 
of step with the current vogue for twins and lightweights, 
which was where BSA saw its industrial future. Moreover, 
for all its improvements it was (understandably) becoming 
less and less competitive against the Triumph and Norton 
twins of the day. The Goldie was scrapped and shunted 
aside in favour of the new ‘C’ series lightweight kids on the 
block. And because, like Elvis, it died a sudden death before 
it had outgrown its appeal, its classic status was ... well, 
enshrined in gold. 


Nowadays, the fortunes of this classic street hooligan— 
following a few years in the doldrums—are climbing again. 
The wheel of fashion has gone full circle, and big money 
appears to be changing hands for genuine—and sometimes 
fake—machines. But the Gold Star market had been a 
curiously volatile one, so take care not to mistake a blip for 
a trend. If you’re seriously thinking of buying one, take a tip 
and get yourself a health check before you book that test 
ride (notably around the left wrist and the right ankle, and 
pretty much everything in between). Because ownership of 
a DBD34 Gold Star, with all its quirks and foibles, is nothing 
if not a challenging experience. 
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BSA had lit the Gold Star fuse as far back as 1937 when Wal 
Handley lapped the famous Brooklands race track in Surrey 
at over 100mph. He was riding an M23 Empire Star. BSA, 
quick to capitalise on that achievement, hurriedly released 
an M24 Gold Star. The engines of these early Goldie were 
heavily worked-over; a time-consuming and therefore 
expensive process which included polished ports, conrod 
and crankcases. Then the motors were dyno tested and 
certified as being not merely warm but hot. Riders of the 
day quickly seized the opportunity that BSA had presented 
and, with great success, began campaigning Goldies, and 
then the war. Post hostilities, BSA produced a B31 348cc 
single (1945), a B32 350cc single primarily for the trials 
market (1946), a B33 500cc for sidecar and touring (1947), 
and another competition model, the B34 (1947). In 1949, 
the (348cc) B32 became available as a B32GS, "GS" for Gold 
Star; a package that included an alloy top-end. The same 
year, the B34 got the Gold Star treatment. The 
aforementioned (348cc) B32 Gold Star soon became 
referred to as the ZB type, which in turn prompted a more 
muscle bound stablemate; the ZB34 Goldie (499cc). These 
bikes, note, were still being built around plunger frames. 
But that changed in 1953 when the swinging arm models 
made their first appearance. This was the arrival of the BB 
Gold Stars. In 1954, the big-finned Goldies, known as the CB 
models, arrived on the scene, and the DB upgrade 
appeared in 1955.

A wide range of camshafts, gear sets, compression ratios, 
exhausts and other components gave these awesome BSAs 
a distinct competition edge and refined the package to the 
nth degree. Which meant that by the time the (final) 1956 
DBD34 appeared on the drawing board (which, incidentally, 
dominated the Clubman TT of that same year), there wasn’t 
much about the fundamental architecture of the bike that 
the company didn’t understand. What prevented further 
development beyond the DBD envelope was nothing other 
than commercial expediency underpinned by, amongst 
other things, the law of diminishing returns. 


At the heart of the beast was an all-aluminium, single- 
cylinder 39bhp-42bhp, OHV, time bomb. Two valves, two 
pushrods and one heavily breathed on high compression 
(8.75:1) piston were all that was needed to propel this bike 
from zero revolutions to around 7000rpm—with maximum 
power coming in at 6500rpm (figures from Gold Star 
specialist Phil Pearson). With an 85mm bore and an 88mm 
stroke, the next key ingredient—some would argue 
the main ingredient—was the massive 1-1/2-inch Amal GP 
carburettor. The cylinder head, based upon its ‘CB’ Gold 
Star predecessor—and which had been revised for the DBD 
to accommodate one of the largest carburettors in the 
business—now featured shallower valve angles and a 
slightly larger inlet valve. During that first season the inlet 
tract would be reduced to 1-7/16 inches to provide a small 
‘turbulence lip’ which was claimed to improve 
performance. Along with the DBD package came the ultra- 
close ratio RRT2 gearbox; RR for ultra-close ratio; T for 
Torrington needle-roller bearings; and a 2 because needle 
roller sets were fitted in both the sleeve gear, and at either 
end of the lay shaft. The clutch (and later the drive chains) 
was also beefed up to handle the extra horses. 


Cradling all this good, manly fun was what was essentially a 
stock all-welded B33 frame, albeit one with revised lugs and 
brackets, and, of course, the hallowed GS number 
identification codes. The front suspension was handled by 
BSA’s competent, single-damped fork, while at the rear, a 
pair of Girling dampers smoothed the bumps. To keep this 
under control, this year’s Goldie also saw the introduction 
of the optional 190mm (7-1/2 inch) full width front brake 
offering increased friction area over the stock 8-inch single- 
sided item. With its clip-on handlebars, swept back exhaust, 
quickly detachable silencer and easily removed electrical 
equipment (for competition purposes), the DBD34 was the 
perfect tool for the Clubman racing class. But none of this 
would be worth the £270 asking price (in 1956) had the 
engine, as with all Gold Stars, not been meticulously 
assembled by time served engineers using hand-chosen and 
perfectly fitting components, and then rigorously bench 
tested before delivery. Factory options included alloy wheel 
rims, an aluminium fuel tank, a choice of compression 
ratios, and an Amal monobloc carburettor. It would have 
been cheap at double the price. Trouble is, Gold Stars are 
one of the most faked bikes on the classic bike market. That 
might not matter if you want one mainly for the looks. 
Because any likely looking contender is still going to give 
you a pretty good riding thrill, and few people are riding 
these in anger anymore. Not on the street, anyway. But if 
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you're paying top money, and if you expect to get most if 
not all of your money back someday, you need to be certain 
of what you're buying. So, what can you do? Well you can 
do your homework for a start. You can hunt around for a 
book on the Gold Star (there's only so much information 
you can squeeze out of a feature article such as this) You 
can, and must, start looking at as many examples as 
possible and familiarise yourself with these motorcycles. Or 
you can buy from a trusted dealer (with a guarantee 
written in blood); or you can buy from a trusted auction 
house. And you can take a close look at the tips below. But 
NEVER buy a Gold Star sight-unseen, or any expensive 
motorcycle come to that. You might get lucky and pick up a 
true bargain. But plenty of people have very different 
experiences. 


But is it any good as a general riding/touring machine or a 
commuter? No. These bikes are hard work. Hard to start, 
and not very easy to haul-up at speed. You ride on your 
wrists, and you'll quickly wear a dent in your right shinbone 
(if your ankle lasts that long). And if you haven't got back 
trouble now, you'll get there very quickly. Is all this an 
exaggeration? Slightly, perhaps, but only slightly. Unless 
you really want a top-of-the-line Goldie, our advice is to set 
your sights a little lower and buy an "honest" replica, and 
ideally one geared and tuned for general street use. The 
only part of your body where a DBD34 is easy is on the eye. 
Yes, you can get to really love these motorcycles. But you 
know what they say? Love hurts sometimes. 


Buyer/ownership tips 

1. Check the engine numbers and provenance meticulously. 
Fakes are common. But (and here's the rub) you can't 
“trust” the numbers. You need other provenance. 

2. Check exactly what you're buying. Genuine Gold Stars are 
occasionally (and deliberately) sold minus period perfect 
parts, including the gearbox and carburettor. You're well 
advised to photograph the offered bike, and check with the 
Gold Star club (and then you run the risk of someone 
buying it out from behind your back; we warned). 

3. Confusion abounds regarding the various BB Gold Stars, 
CB Gold Stars and DB models. If you're seriously looking for 
a Gold Star, study, study, study. It can make thousands of 
pounds of difference. 

5. If you're planning to use your Gold Star for general street 
use, opt for one of the milder tuned models; perhaps a 
350cc bike. The top-of-the-range, highly-tuned 500cc DBDs 
are tiresome in the extreme and, pose-ability aside, are just 
not convenient machines for daily use. Most won't tickover 
and are lumpy as hell below 3000rpm. There's a lot to be 
said in favour of a "genuine" and "honest" B31 or B33 Gold 
Star lookalike, of which there are quite a few around. 

6. The Gold Star uses a peelable foil head gasket. Fitting it 
has to be very precisely done, and the gasket can quickly 
blow if the job isn't handled properly. So, when buying, look 
for black stains around the head/barrel joint, especially if 
the compression feels less than it should. 


7. Check that the magdyno is secure. These are held in 
place by a single strap. The magneto platform wears 
(usually due to loose fitment). Fixing it isn't particularly 
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hard. But it's time-consuming, and that generally doesn't you're planning a lot of touring. These put out more power 
come free. and are more reliable. 
8. Gold Stars are frequently started on the centre stand. 10. Gold Stars were never supplied with Akront wheel rims. 
That stresses the mounting lugs and bolts. Nothing wrong with them, but Borrani and Dunlop rims are

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2016 UK TRIP - BY ADRIAN WHITE:

It’s a well and variously travelled road,871 miles that have been walked, cycled, ridden on horseback, walked backwards! and 
in 1934 a rider, in the days when you could set such records, completed the journey in less than 24 hours on a Royal Enfield V 
twin; and that before motorways were thought of. The name rolls nicely off the tongue too, Land’s End to John O’Groats. 

Over two years planning finally saw ten members of the Vintage Motor Cycle Club of Western Australia, based in Perth, re- 
unite with their bikes in a Liverpool warehouse, all undamaged and all starting well enough once refueled. Not truly Vintage, 
that ends in 1931, but all around sixty years old and most had been painstakingly restored from rusting piles of scrap to as-new 
condition. We had Dave Weeks on 1951 B.S.A., Adrian White 1956 Royal Enfield, Sheryl White 1976 Honda, John and Leony 
Wightman 1960 B.M.W., Keith Barnard and Linda Green 1959 Norton, Martin Robinson 1956 A.J.S., Warren and Joyce Reynolds 
1958 B.S.A., Nat Brazzalotto 1953 B.S.A., Bowe and Sally Wilson 1966 BMW, Mal and Melinda Cox 1970 B.M.W. riding out of that 
warehouse, eagerly anticipating the pleasures to come. 


Reliability of the bikes was generally good. One B.M.W. had an electrical shutdown the combined expertise of our group 
couldn’t fix, professional help could and did. Riding was optional every second day, allowing routine maintenance like cable and 
chain adjustment and oil changes. The 1951 B.S.A. made Dave Weeks wish he’d had more “shake down” time available in Perth 
with several teething problems, including a spectacular oil leak which must have lifted the odd oil company’s share prices! All 
machines finished the over 3000 mile trip. This was no point-to-point sprint, but a leisurely tour over country roads, into villages 
and avoiding cities, (some old bikes don’t mix well with modern traffic), enjoying all this wonderful country has to offer, and 
there’s plenty. 


First and foremost, people. Friendly, courteous, helpful and very interested in our trip and our bikes. “Of course you didn’t 
bring them from Australia” and “My Dad used to take me on the back of one like that” were regular sociable greetings. These 
same people didn’t have a personality transplant as soon as they got behind the wheel either; driver behaviour, even in trying 
circumstances, was exemplary, a refreshing experience. 


Hospitality was a pleasant surprise too, with even modest establishments serving nice food, nicely presented, with a few 
extras, and where needed, a warmed plate. Staff were invariably helpful and pleasant, suggesting this was their chosen job, and 
not just life support for back packing or tertiary studies. The acceptance that dogs are treasured, loved, and often vital 
companions, and thus welcome in pubs, appropriate shops, buses and trains was to me, as it should be, and we saw no 
problems. Dogs were well behaved and socialised with most looking fit and healthy and dog mess seemed none existent. 

Highlights, there were plenty, in no particular order. Standing looking out to sea at Land’s End and John O’Groats, and in fine 
weather too. Mission accomplished! And in between....... The Cavern Night Club, sure it’s a tourist item but it’s still a working 
night club and it has ATMOSPHERE! Loud, crowded and with lighting just right, though our general opinion suggested none of 
the bands playing were about to become the next Beatles. The fact most of us are older than our bikes may have influenced 
that! Castles and abbeys, even in ruins, never failed to amaze; such beautiful and complex design and detail, and how were such 
huge buildings built before any form of mechanical assistance was invented? 


The number of buildings thousands of years old still in normal daily use, sure the maintenance of same would no doubt be 
considerable, but locally, a major civic building is about to be started, with an expected lifespan when finished of eighty years. 
Seemingly even quite utilitarian buildings were built to look nice, with ornate window and door treatment as a minimum. Well 
tended flower boxes in towns and villages were a happy sight and surprisingly common. 

The Scottish Highlands were every bit as beautiful as we’d been told to expect, green and peaceful lower down, where the 
perfect motorcycling roads ran, sheep ignoring our passing against a backdrop of majestic high country, and we enjoyed fine 
weather. The sausage rolls in Inverness bakery were declared the world’s best! History is everywhere and nowhere better than 
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The Forts of Hadrian’s Wall, site of Roman ruins. Soldier’s quarters which they shared with their horses, dwellings for officers 
and for families, and the huge and complex communal bath house, all built so precisely in grey bricks still as good as when they 
were first laid, but now only standing waist high, as the quality of those bricks was their downfall. Subsequent inhabitants had 
used them for their own buildings. 


The Cheddar Gorge adjacent to the town of that name (which didn’t produce cheese, but was a market town for that product) 
was awe inspiring, high, rugged, and steep so much so it was near impossible to produce a photo that did it justice. The road was 
another to savour on a motorcycle too but our return run was choked by truly hundreds of struggling Lycra-clad cyclists. We 
were amused to note the fastest man up the hill wore only a T shirt, jeans and sand shoes, and rode an old grid of a bike. 
Viaducts by their very nature tend to be spectacular, and watching a steam train speeding across the Glenfinnan viaduct was 
doubly so. 


Even more incredible was the extraordinarily high Pontcysyllte aqueduct built when travel by canal offered by far the cheapest 
way of moving goods and people. The channel across is a marvel of engineering, comprising many sections of U-shaped cast iron 
sealed with Welsh felt and molasses and still in constant use today. Travelling canals takes boats through numerous locks to 
ascend- descend gradients which in their natural state would have been non — navigable waterfalls, interesting to watch. The 
fishing — smuggling villages of Mousehole, Robin Hood’s Bay, (Mr. Hood had no connection to this), and Clovelly, nestled as they 
are against steep ocean side cliffs with only one cobblestone, steep and tortuous access road offer more fascinating history. 
Small houses all jammed together, linked by a labyrinth of narrow lanes and the occasional tunnel meant bolts of cloth, liquor, 
spices and so on could find a way inland and barely see the light of day, to the chagrin of Customs and Excise men. Smuggler’s 
wives were known to” accidentally” throw a bucket of boiling water out of windows to dissuade such investigations, amongst 
various other nasty little tricks. 


Also, perched on a steep coastal hillside is the Minack Theatre. The inspired and tireless work of one woman, transformed a 
barren hillside into an outdoor theatre like no other. Many steep terraces allowed patrons to sit on stone or grass seats, 
watching a performance below, whilst just beyond the stage crashed the waves of the Atlantic Ocean. Still on the coast, the 
history of the Life Boat Service and the courage and resourcefulness of their crews in foul and deadly circumstances makes for 
stirring reading. The technology and design of these boats allows them to roll completely over and right themselves, so tightly 
sealed are they. Many hotels have collection boxes on the bar supporting this service. Dover’s famed white cliffs are exactly 
that, long and high, giving a scene you can stand and look at for a long time, as they are very impressive. 


Fortunately, one in our party was able to describe how air in underground tunnels at the ruins of the lead mine, was kept the 
right temperature, and clean, by circulating the air through a series of brick built tunnels above ground. Quite a lot of the mine 
buildings, including some tunnels still stand, very interesting. The Dumfries Museum’s camera obscura in action was a unique 
experience. Built in 1836 in the tower of a disused windmill, this extraordinary instrument allowed us to view the surrounding 
town in great detail and clarity; local legend suggests it was commissioned by a wealthy lady to keep an eye on her husband, 
who she suspected of being a bit free with his affections around the town. The design of this is relatively simple. 


No motorcycle holiday would be complete without visiting the Sammy Miller Museum, in New Milton, Hampshire. Hundreds of 
beautifully restored-in-house bikes ranging from basic ride to work types, to some of the most complex and historically 
significant machines ever built. Sammy himself, arguably the greatest trials rider of all time is still to be found at work there, and 
rides some of these rare and valuable at motor cycle events, though as display only. The museum also houses hundreds of items 
of motorcycle memorabilia, what a day! 


With a big day of travel ahead of us we only allowed an hour to see the Bovington Tank Museum, reckoning you can only look 
at so many tanks, surely you’ve seen a couple, you’ve see the lot. Wrong! This is a huge collection from the very first tank ever 
built, to ominous looking giants from Soviet Russia, plus a reproduction of World War One trenches from both sides, giving a 
chilling glimpse of the reality of war. We are a very varied group of people, brought together by our shared passion for old 
motorcycles with that factor assuring a pretty good natured trip. | can’t imagine a better holiday. Thanks, England and Scotland!

DATING/LICENSING STEP BY STEP GUIDE - BASIC PROCESS: 


1. Owner to complete Dating Form and send to appropriate Dating Officer, Pre 1931, 1931 to Pre 1970 or 1970 on, with 
supporting information and photos 


2. Dating Officer to date the machine and return approval with the machine number to the owner 


3. If machine is to remain on full licence — Machine Examiner (1st Time Inspector) will inspect machine in accord with club 
eligibility and safety requirements and will issue an advice to that effect if machine is suitable. (Go to Step 7) 


4. If seeking Concessional Licence (licensed or unlicensed machines) — After dating, the Machine Examiner will inspect the 
machine (a $15 fee may apply) in accord with club eligibility, inspection and 404 concessional requirements and will issue a 
formal advice to that effect if machine is suitable. (Note: For an unlicensed machine, you will require a movement permit 
prior to first inspection, even if you bring the bike on a trailer, it cannot be road tested without a permit). 


5. Once advised by the Machine Examiner that the machine has passed inspection, the Secretary will issue a certificate of 
financial membership specific to the machine examined. 


6. Owner is then to complete licensing requirements with DOT and complete a statutory declaration in respect of use of the 
machine in accord with Reg 404 restrictions. 


7. Owner is then to provide inspection, dating and licence details to Club Registrar 
Club Registrar will issue the owner with yellow club registration disc & historic plate (fee applies). 
The machine can then be ridden in club events 


Note: 
1. The machine examiner may be able to issue the historic plate if stocks are available 
2. It is your responsibility to have insurance on the bike before road testing, if not, it is at your own risk.

MOTOR-CYCLE SPEEDS SAFETY LIMIT REACHED IN T.T. 
RACES. 

Recently the comparative merits of the 350 cc, and 
500 cc. motor cycle have been hotly contested. Now 
owners of the smaller machines are openly rejoicing, 
because in the recent T.T. races the wining machine in 
the 350cc class was only one mile slower on average 
than the winner of the 500 c.c. class. This might 
suggest to those who do not know or appreciate the 
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difficulties of the T.T. course that the expense entailed 
in buying and running a 500 c.c. solo is not 

justified (says a writer in the ‘Daily Mail’). 'Some 
defence of the big, single cylinder solo mount, 
therefore, appears necessary. 


What the owners of the smaller machines forget is 
that there is a limit to the speed which can be 
averaged on the Isle of Man course, and that this limit 
has now very nearly been reached. Many old and 
experienced riders consider that the 500 c.c. machine 
has outgrown the course and that at the present rate 
of progress the 350 cc. will, in a short time, do 
likewise. In other words, they believe that the safety 
limit has been reached, ' and that next year in an 
effort to beat the speeds established this year by the 
winning machines riders will be taking grave and 
unjustifiable risks. On the level the 500 c.c, machine is 
immeasurably faster than the 350 cc machine, as has 
been proved again and again. But on the T.T. course 
the big machine is hampered by numerous obstacles 
such as narrow bridges, bends in the road, and acute 
corners.
